Rules Out Gold 


It all started when Pluarco Ellas 


Calles, Mexico's "strong man," was 
called from retirement on his ranch 
to wrestle with an economic ogre that 
was threatened to down the govern- 
ment. Conservation of gold was the 
crying need and Calles brusquely rul- 
ed the yellow metal out of circulation. 


The silver peso thereupon began a 


rapid descent in its quotation against 
the dollar, falling in a week from 2.25 
to 1 until the ration became 4 to 1.
